DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment, filed on 5/18/2007, which has been 
entered in the file. Claims 12, 15-20, 36, 41-43, 47-50, 67 and 74-78 are pending. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 5/1 8/2007. These drawings are acceptable to 
the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 12, 15-20, 36, 41-43, 47-50, 67 and 74-78 have been allowed over the 
prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest: (re claim 12 and 
dependents) a data card having a second side portion having two flat portions on either 
side of a protrusion portion, the J-peg shaped aperture is located through the protrusion 
portion; (re claim 36 and dependents) a method comprising providing a data card 
having a top edge comprising two flat portions on either side of a protrusion portion and 
one or more of the at least one aperture is located through the protrusion portion; (re 
claim 67 and dependents) a data card comprising a top edge comprising two flat 
portions on either side of a protrusion portion and at least one aperture through the 
protrusion portion; in combination with the other claimed limitations as set forth in claims 
12, 36 and 67. 
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Hollingsworth et al (US 2002/0100797 A1) and Koren (US 2002/0117243 A1) 
both teach card holders including relatively flat edges on either side of a protrusion 
portion, and an aperture through the protrusion portion. However, both Hollingsworth et 
al and Koren both teach the protrusion portion and aperture being provided on a card 
holder rather than the card itself. Therefore, without the benefit of applicant's teachings, 
there is no motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
combine the prior art of record in a manner so as to create the claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
